Hal it not been for the heroism of 
Harry E. Morton, the lacrosse player 
and all-round athlete, the just-gone 

GhiiatmaB would have been clouded by 
a tragedy and the waters of the Straits 
would have claimed two freeh victiina 
from among the Indians who find their 
home afloat. The accident which came 
within an ace of terminating fatally oc- 
curred at 11 o'clock or thereabouts, in 
the height of a wild soiithea'Jter, and the 
Siwaahea who but for .Mortoii'a strength 
and bravery would have ended their 
days in the storm aie Okl Man Wnutn 
and Tom, both from the Chatham laland 
reservation. Waum will be rerncmbfr.-d 
aa tba Indian who courugeotialy brouvr.'it 
Kitto to shore at time pour Jack Miller 
lost his life, and it is in the nature of 
poetic justice that he should bo rescued 
from similar peril, at almost the same 
place, through another's well-born dar- 
ing. 

"It wasn't anything to talk about," 
Morton declares, *' nobody tit to call 
himself a man would have stood by to 
see the poor devils drown without doing 
what he could— and that's all there was 
in it." 

Otiiera who were witnesses of the 
heroic deed look at it, however, throiigli 
other glasecs, and U|ion the facta as le- 
lati'd liy lliem ilrckire that if anyone bus 
ever fairly wun the Koyal llumiuie 
.Society's uiedal, .Mor'tju ie entitled to it. 
And not alone thi'' cuvutcd badge of 
proven manlitu'ES, Init tome public le- 
coiinition of hitf courage by hig fellow 
citizens as well. • 

The Indiana whose lives were saved 
were, when they catno to grief, on their 
way from Oak bay to Chatham (or Dia- 
covery iahimi, in a fine large fishing 
sloop, on which they were carrying 
rather more sail than was practicable in 
view of the fact that a south-easter waa 
raiting that streaked the rough watera 
with foam. The sloop headed up to it 
well until about half an hour to noon, 
when the boom chanceil to swing 
into a ii:irticiilnrly ugly aea, and 
at the biiiiK^ iii.'itaijt a sudden e()iiall 
bent the craft over. Fortunately the Bet 
sail with matt and gear held Iter up, 
while her bottum b.nng to the sea broke 
the oncomiiii^ swells, keeping her from 
foundering and enabling tlie two niitives 
to clamber ou the aide of their unlucky 
B!of)p. 

This occurieil within LjO yanla of Di.s- 
covery island, but the capsized craft had 
drifted to midwav between Ten Mile 
point and .Mary Tudd island before it 
was seen from Oak Bay, Hon. Fred. 
Peters aud Mr, J. A. S'irtue at once 
made preparations for going to the res- 
cue, but a glass failed to confirm the first 
news of mishap. It appearing from tlie 
hotHi — about a mile away— that the two 
Indians were in their canoe [)addling, 
while as a fact they were tiiinply riding 
the wreck aud doing Iheir beat to give 
her :i course e.horewani. 

Morton waa one ^>{ the lirat to realize 
the in'tual etatc of ail'.tirH. Three aepar- 
ate limea lie tri'.'d with iisaietance to 
latiiii')i n luat ficiin Oal: Bay. The 
bieakeid each time threw it back like a 
cork high on tiie beach. Then he ran 
to a little bay farther alai]g ti.e shore 
where Home l;idianfl were encam|ied and 
ajiplied for their boat, with the idea 
tluil it might l)e floated in the partial 
ahelter of the Ijay. 

"Halo," eaid the Indians — neither 
boat nor man cuuld live in such water. 
They had " tenas tumtnm " for their 
brothers on the sloop— no one could save 
them — their only hope was that the cur- 
rent tuight bring them to shore. 

Disgusled with the Siwaahea' coward- 
ice anti apatli}', Morion, with Mr.-'. .John 
S. lluwker atid two or three curioua 
white men, hurried to C'.iillioro Hay 
Point, near to wliere the wrecked aloop 
aeeined to bo drifting. When she came 
within a hundred yiirdn or thereabout:] 
Motion, who hud discarded hi.^ outer 
gariuerila anil cleared himself for action, 
aa it were, took tu ihi,' water — Ihi;! in it- 
aelf beiin: no easv tiling v.itii the surf 
running so high that the other ^vhlte 
men at tlie p [lot declineil even to wade 
in aud lend a hand at the critical mo- 
ment. 

Reaching the aloop by alternate wad- 
ing and hard ewimnilng, the icac.uer 
first gave atteiuion to old Watiiii, who 
was (juite played out, a ton weight in his 
water-Kodden clnthoa, and still bruathinic, 
but no more. Ilia collar wafi grippetl 
with the right hand, and making a de- 
tour with liim in order to clear the 
debria of the hIoo;), tlie alhliite fought hia 
arduotia way to uliore — both ho aud hia 
burden being daubed on the rocka with 
force that hia hand and boiJy will bear 
through the remainder of hia lifetime 
the scars of cuta obtained by contact 
with the shore reofe, 

Aa Hoou aa the old man was delivered 
into the care of thoRe aehore, Morton re- 
turned for l!ie younger Indian. He, 
with greater vit.ility to draw upon, waa

MOLOKAI OUTLAW HANGED. 

He Terrorized tbe Couimunity, but at Last 
Was Betrayed by a Relative. 

Honolulu, Dec. 15 (via 8an Francisco, 
Dac. 22), — Early last Monday morning 

Noa, the native Molokai outlaw, paid the 
do.ith penalty for the murder of a Chi- 
nese storekeeper. The execution took 
place within the walla of the Oahu 
prison. Seven minutes after the death 
trap had been sprung tbe heart of the 
condemned man ceased to beat, and in 
nine minutes the surgeons pronounced 
life extinct. The execution was suc- 
ceaeful in every particular. 

Koa died without a jierceptible tremor. 
Half-eupported by two guards on hia jour- 
ney to tbe gallow.'i, he eteppod with un- 
faltering stop upon the death trap, and 
straightening up he stood molionleas 
while hia lege were bound with a atrap. 
He allowed no fear when the noose waa 
adjusted about his neck, but rather as- 
sisted the guards by holding his head 
bieh. Wheu the clergyman, who bad 
followed the condemned man upon tlie 
Bcafrdd, commenced to pray, Noa rever- 
ently bowed hia head. The minister, 
with eyea cloaed and hands upraised, 
had not finished when one of the guarils 
slipped the black cap over the murder- 
er'a head. Warden Low, Standing in 
the courtyard below, took out his watch. 
It waa the aignai. With a rattle and a 
hang the trap fell and an instant after 
Xou'a boily hung dnugling in midair. 

The crime for which Noa was executed 
waa one of the moat brutal and cold- 
blooded murdera in the criminal auiiale 
of the ialande. Noa waa the leader of a 
band of robbera antl cut-throats wlio 
made their home in the Molokai mount- 
aina. For yeara they had terrorizeti the 
neighborhood. Noa would go to the 
greatest extremes to avenge a real or 
fancied wrong, culling out the toiiguee 
of his neighbore' cattle, laying death- 
trapa for his fellow-men in the woodfl, 
and practicing other like cruelties. 

On the evening of Ajjril 7, in company 
with two confederatea, he broke into the 
store of Aaano, an aged Chinaman, and 
dragging the man out of bed beat out his 
brains with a stone. Hee Shee, tbe 
storekeeper's wife, was choked into in- 
seusibility and left fordead. The thieves 
then ransacked the place, carrying oirall 
the valuables and hiding them away in 
the mouutaiiiB. Noa waa betraveti by a 
relative and cajitured, but afterwards 
eei iijied and the oflicera liad a hard time 
to recajiture him. He was tried hero by 
.fudge Carter and sentenced on August 
IS last. 

.■--wift juHtice haa been visited upon the 
heada of Maui murderers. Within the 
week Salvia ami Yoahida have been con- 
victed of murder in the first degree and 
seiiu-iiced to death. The Lahaina court 
bus broken all records On murder catce, 
having diepoaed of three in a week's 
time. .Sagata was charged with the mur- 
der of hia wife and child aud was caught 
reil-haoded in the act. Yoshida stabbed 
a .rapaneee woman to death with a knife, 
and the evidence of his crime was just 
about aa conclusive as that against his 
fellow countryman. Sagata will be 
banged ou the last Friday of March,

Anyone with a desire to do so may go 
from V'ictoria to Dawson City iu thirty 
days, carrying 300 pounds with him— 
always providing that ho takes the 
Stickeen river and Teslin lake route. 
.Such is the verdict of George W, Otter- 
eon of Honolulu, R, H, Fitz Qagb of 
Lexington, Ky,, and F. Bailee of Peter- 
boro. Out., who arrived down from Tele- 
graph creek yesterday morning. This is 
Tiiji route par excellence to tbe Klon- 
dyke, they say, and at the prosont time, 
while the river is frozen, the trip oltura 
none of the multitudinous dangers and 
diflicultieB of which so much has been 
heard from those who to their Borrow 
have essayed the Skagway or tbe Dyea 
pass. 

" As a matter of fact," says Mr. Otlcr- 
eon, who ie at preeent enjoying the hos- 
pitalitiea of the New JOngland, " there 
are scores of men coming down to 
Wrangol from Skagway and Uyea in or- 
der to go through by the common-senBe 
rout?; and Wrangel, with its many new 
and pretentious buildinga, gives fair 
promise of becoming the most im portaut 
coast city of the North." 

The opinion hero quoted is not baced 
on conjecture. The three gentlemea 
named have come over the road, and 
therefore speak from experience. 

" The Stickeen oilers a perfect road 
for sledding at the present time," says 
Mr. Otteraon, " being frozen solid and 
smooth as glass from six miles above 
Wrangel all the way to Telegraph Creek. 
The anow has fallen just enough after 
tbe closing of the river to fill in the 
rough and lumpy placea, and over this 
snuw-cruat has come a little rain, and 
more keen frost, which combined gives a 
Binooth and unbroken surface on which 
faBt time with any kind of doga is to be 
made. 

"From Wrangel, the little steamer 
Alaskan is running to the point where 
the ice is taken, and thence to Telegraph 
Creek ie only a matter of nine days 
sledding with three hundred pounds of 
initlit. We made the one hundred 
and sixty miles down from Tekgraph 
in fourteen days, breaking our own 
way on snowshoes. TboBo who come 
after us will do it comfortably in ten 
daye or leaa. There is plenty of firewood 
and good camping ground all along the 
way ; and on the other hand, no moun- 
tains to climb, no Bwampa to traveise, 
no heavy snow to founder in. 

" On the trail from Telegraph Creek to 
Teslin Lake there was but one bad sec- 
tion — the first twelve miles out. Mc- 
Donald, who is transporting the Bup- 
pliea and machinery for the company 
with which F. M. Yorke, of Victoria, is 
identified, put the matter before the 
citizens of Telegra|)h Creek icceiitly. 
witii the result that they j)ronij)tiy 
joined hands with him and by iiniteii 
effort put the trail in first-clasa order in 
three daye. McDonald with his four- 
teen horses and fifteen hand sleds isnow 
moving forty-eight tons to the lake, with 
the determination of making his destina- 
tion within sixty days and leaviog a 
beautiful trail behind him. 

"This traverses a level and finely 
wooded country, and two hundred or 
more pcnple are now moving up it, 
advancing all their eupjiliea by relays 
as they themselves move. The majority 
of tlicae will take it easily, camping out 
at Lake Teslin until the river oi)ens, 
although it is iiuite practicable for any 
uiHii who wantB to to go through from 
Victoria to Dawson over this route at 
the pret^ent time, with three liuudred 
pounds of outUt, in thirty days. 

" Strange to say, no one has come out 
from Dawson as yet by this route, al- 
though it is easy, and the other toutee 
indeacril)ably hard. They seem to 
strike off for Dyea or Skagway mechan- 
ically when they come to the Lewis, and 
thereby get the worst of it quite unneces- 
sarily. 

" 'Travelling to Teslin lake at present 
is a picnic if one only remembers to take 
slede — not toboggans. The laltf r gather 
the ice-duBt, block with it continually 
and provoke friction that impedes pro- 
greee."

Vive tbe Bliglited Plant of Mr. 
Langelier'a Affection. 



Sir Wilfrid Confessed an Awkward 
Obligration to the " Master of 
the Administration." 



(Special to the Montreal Star.) 

QoEBEC, Dec. 20. — Sonny waya have 
triumphed again, according to Sir Wil- 
frid Laarier'a eympathizera here, and 
their eucceea in the Old Capital by the 
St. Lawrence hna been as marked as in 
the new one by the Rideau and the 
Chaudiere. 

As Mr. Langelier will say nothiuK, it 
would be premature to put much faith in 
the hopeful interpretation of thu present 
condition of all'airs by the Premier's per 
Bonal and politicul friende, Sir Wilfrid 
himself states that everythini; has been 
aatiflfactorily settled, but ho ia far from 
looking supremely happy. I have just 
seen him in Lower Town, but he natar- 
ally declines to say what settlement has 
been decided upon between thecoatend- 
ing factions, or which of them came out 
second best. 

All day Saturday Sir Wilfrid waited in 
vain for tbe Hon. Crs. Langelier and hig 
leading sympathizers to call upon hiiu. 
they came not. Mr. Choquette, M.P., 
and Mr. Carroll, M.P., were constantly 
about the ^allnnt kniijht, but the mem 
ber for l»uebec Centre remained away 
from the charmed circle. 

" II Mr. Laurier wants to see me," said 
Mr. Langelier, " he knows where to find 
me." 

Yesterday proved that Mr. Langelier 
knew what he was talking' about and Sir 
Wilfred found him and found him at 
home too. After rising yesterday mora 
ing, the Premier, attended by his faith- 
ful henchmen, Messrs. Choquette and 
Carroll, went to eight o'clock maea at 
the Basilica. Thence they returned to 
the Chateau for. breakfast, and thus for- 
tified set out together for the modest red 
brick cottage erected on the Grande Al- 
lee, opposite the new Franciscan Nun- 
nery by the member for Quebec Centre, 
to take the place as a family residence 
of the handsome and imposing stone 
front mansion facing the Parliament 
House, which Mr. Langelier sold, as he 
haa already described himself, to pay 
the note endorsed by him for the bonetit 
of the statesman of the sunny wnya who 
called upon him yesterday. The inter- 
view lasted for a couple of tiours, and is 
to be described in all tbe Ministerial 
papers aa cordial in the extreme, Sir 
Wilfria Bays so. Mr. CairoU endorses 
the statement. Mr. Choquette enthuei- 
BBticalljr declaiea tbe same thing. Only 
Mr. Langelier remains mute. 

MB. TARTE'S PULL. 

sir Wilfrid Explains to a Collea^e Why 
He Must Be Provided For. 

(Special to the .Moiitroid Star.) 
Toronto, Dec. 20.— The Jlail and JOm- 
pire'a Ottawa apecial aays : " The pres- 
ent trouble in the Liberal camp in tjue- 
hec haa not been unforeeeen by eonio 
members of tiie cabinet, "i'our corre- 
spondent is informed on reliable author- 
ity that when Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
returned from Kngland, after the Jubilee 
celebration, he was met by one 
of his colleagues on behalf of 
inlluential men in the party. lie 
ur_4ed the removal of Mr. Tarte from 
the cabinet, and jjointed out to the 
Premier t he danger his presence entail- 
ed. Sir Wilfiid leplied tliat he was un- 
der obligations to Mr. Tarte, which ren- 
dered it iniposFible to accede to their re- 
quest, and thanked the minister, who, 
by the way, ia a minister without port- 
folio, for his frankness. Since then Mr. 
Tarte has been melting even with the 
men who sought to acconipli.sh his ex- 
pulsion from the cabinet, or the men 
whom he imagined had conibinfd 
against liiin.

Mr. Mulock EncouraRes Toronto Plerchnnta 
to Hope for It. 

Toronto, Dec. 21.— A deputation of 
leading businees men, local membera of 
parliament and aldermen waited on Post- 
master-General Mulock this morning 
and urged that the rate on drop letters 
in the city be reduced from two cents to 
one cent, as formerly. It was urged that 
Toronto gives a large postal surplus and 
is entitled to ask for this consideration. 
Mr. Mulock replied and said that hia 
department had several extensive re- 
forms in contemplation, but they re- 
([uired a little time. He hoped that the 
reform asked would be accomplished 
aiid favored the adoption of a two-cent 
rate of postage in the United States, 
owing to the reduction etlected in the 
department deficit of $580,000, which 
had already more than half disappeared.

MoNTRK.\i., Dec. 21.— The Star of last 
night Bays. : It is learned from undoubt- 
ed sources that Sir Adolph Cbapleau, 
while occupying bis ofHcial position, will 
decline entering into a discussion of the 
situation, but it may be taken for grant- 
ed that lie will d.o so be- 
fore long. Tliero never was any 
idea of a coalition between 
him and Lauii.'r in the ordinary and ac- 
cepted meanini; of that word. Sir 
Adolphe'a frienda claim tliat he has 
never been an extremist in anything in 
politics. He haa always been known as 
a Moderate, which fact had the effect of 
leading the more extreme men into what 
haa come to be known as the Castor party, 
When Laurier appealed to the men of 
goodwill of all nationalities and parties 
and creeds hia appeal waa heard at 
Spencerwood, becauee it is well-known 
among politicians that Sir Adolphe has 
been willing to help Sir Wilfrid to settle 
the Manitoba school (luestion. Sir 
Adolphe having acted with great cour- 
tesy towards Sir Wilfrid in this matter 
he haa been treated with the same con- 
sideration by the Premier and hi 
colleagues. His frienda also claim 
that there never waa any desire 
on the part of the Lieut. -Governor 
to obtain a second term, and there 
never was any desire to bring about 
a coalition, but he waa not opposed to 
what baa since been termed a concentra 
lion of moderate men at certain critical 
moments and thie solely in the public 
interest, The woret thing that will hap 
pen the people who now have Chapleau'i 
letter will be its publication. The pub- 
lication of that letter will cause a genuine 
laugh, aa it; contains more of a persona 
character than matter thathaaauy bear- 
ing on public <iaestions. 



A SNUB IN BUNAVEML'UE. 

Sir Wilfrid's Fruitless Plea on lieliall of 
One of the Mercier Outfit. 

There are two Langeliers who liave 
been prominent in political life in tiue- 
bec. One ia Hon. I'nuicois Langelier, a 
gentleman highly resiiected in his city 
and province, who admittedly would 
worthily occupy the office of Lieutenant 
Governor which he saya waa offered liim 
in writing by Premier Laurier. The 
other ia ftir. Charles Langelier, who was 
one of the chief operators in tlie crowd 
surrounding the late Honore Mercier 
when the Lieutenant Ciovernor had to 
dismiss that Liberal leader because of 
the corruption of his govei-nnient.

Langelier was one of the candidates, 
being opposed by another Liberal, 
named Clapperton. So Sir Wilfritl 
wrote to Mr. Guite, the member for the 
county in tbe Commons, aa follows : 

''I am informed that Mr. Clapperton 
ie to run against Charles Langelier. It 
would be very regmttable to lind divi- 
sion in our ranks. \im wired me the 
other day that Charleys Langelier had 
been recularly chosen by tho conven- 
tion. SiK'b being the case, it ia the duty 
of all our friends to aupport him. If Mr. 
Clapperton, as a matter of fact, intends 
Oj)poaing hiiri, I would reqiiost you to 
ilisauadb him from doing eo, liecauao tlie 
tactics of our enemies now are sininly to 
create divisions in our ranks. Yours 
truly, 

(Signed) " Wili-uid Lauiiii;!!."

Mr. Clapperton, and tho friend of Mr. 
Mercier, whom Sir Wilfrid thus en- 
dorsed, is not yet a member .of tbe legis- 
lature.

Quarles MiJls of Texas camonour biiiug 
swept back iuto privato life bj- a ragh;^ 
flood of probibition sontimeut ia Lis 
district, whioJi was then tho center of 
that omotional movement in Texns. 
One bold speech sarei Mills. It \V!;s 
iijiiilu at Waco, under ciroiiinstiinccrt 
VI ry iimch Iil;u tlioso in tho lirct-lciu- 
rid^o case — tl);it; is to say, tbo womoii 
hud thrown llicinHC'lvos into thrt li^lit 
Cf^aiust Mills bccauBu lio wouM not 
oprce to their nation thatthtirum power 
should bo paralyzed at ouo fell swoop. 
Hundreds of thoin bad orRiiuizod (hcni- 
fplvi'S iuto blinds a!;il had t;(:i;e :dl 
llnna!:h tlii' (li.stiict t birali'ii u;;; and 
cajoling tho men. Their nblo coadjutor.-', 
tho preachers, hod proclaimed against 
Wills from their pnl[iit?, Qud thi.-i hud 
fnoiisrd a rcIipinuK ii, i;;:y a;.;iiin^"t hii.i. 
iiirvicis of jiiayn- ami .■■luuitin^ \vi ix- 
hold m the streets v.ml in tlie weeds, 
and the Great .leho\uh was appealed to 
to put a stop to tho public career of 
Mills. 

Tho opposition was led by the Rev. 
J. R. Craufill, n D-ipiint niiui-iter cif 
con.''iderablo roiiov.-n and a cauipai),n 
crator of preat lowor. lie wa.s Ihe idol 
not only of tba Uapti^ts, wlio wore nu- 
merous and inflncntial in the di.strict, 
but also of tho entire relit;ioii.s eloiueiit, 
who were waging a Mar of externii na- 
tion on tho demon rum. In all of hiH 
Rpeerhrs Dr. Cranfill was terribly iibu.s- 
ive iif Mills. Ili i vi i ;i[ji'ration wa.s us 
bitter a.s that Nvliicb A'ew Iviuland 
preacheLs UKcd to apply to Thouiay 
Jefferson because of his supposed atbsi- 
iem. 

Mills had fiono throuf^h tho canipaipn 
without retainint,' CranliU's aliuse. In 
fact, he had scarcely referred to him in 
any way at all. This led to tho belief 
ill tho circles of tl:e ojipoaition thiit tl:o 
leader of the turilf reform host.s in cour 
grcBs was afraid d the preacher. 

A cosvard can succeed at uothinR in 
Texas. While Te:;ans uro not as blcod- 
lliir.'^ty as tliey have tiie reputati(iu of 
leiug, yet thej' prize courage abovu nil 
other traits. Kot notil the caiupai^.^! 
was nearly OTcr did Mills conio to real- 
ize tlic absolute neeessit)- of meeting 
Dr. Cranfill with his own weapons of 
abuse. Tbo hi.-t big Deiuocriicio rally 
was held at Wueo just a few d!;ys l;etorci 
the election. All tho railroads ran ex- 
cursion trains into (ho bustling little 
city that day, and thousaud.s of people 
from all parts of tho bi},' state took ad ■ 
yantase of tlio low rates to hear AJills' 
closiuf; speech. Tho Prohibition visitcuH 
were as numerous us tho Democnits. 

Waco was tho homo of Dr. Cranfill, 
and everybody entertained the secret 
hope that bo would challenge Mills for 
n joia: discu.ssiou. Sure enough tbi.swus 
luranf-'t d after Mills reached the city. 
The CI iUf;resHm!m made the first speech. 
He made no reference to Dr. Craiifill's 
CQUtiuuou.s personal abtjso of him. It 
was disappointing in its mildness and 
dipnity. The doctor followed, and from 
tliu opening sentenco turned loose an 
nvalanclie of vituperation v.diicb would 
liave de^lr(lyl■d a le.-s strung man than 
Wills. Ten thousand peojdo shout I'd and 
Lirsed. The wonieu cackled lusiily and 
clapped their pretty hands untii they 
must have been blisterc"(l as CraiiliU 
proceeded with his "Kkiuning cpera- 
tifjii. " 

Tliri lufih it nil Mills Hat like a sphinx. 
Ko waves of aager swept over his 
ragged face once while Dr. Craufill 
was scoring him. When he arose to 
make the closing si)i'ech, his own fol- 
k>W( rs did not applaud hiin. Dr. Cran- 
fill started to leave tbo stand. This wa.s 
Mills' ojiportr.Dity. In ii resonant vcii'o, 
quivering witli eniotii n, he iiuperi<iu.-ly 
commanded tho iireaehir to keep his 
peat. The crowd Iieard this and wtro 
ready for a tragedy. 

Wills loolv'ed iibiuit him for a niiniiti' 
or two while tlic prf^i lu \vi r;' ;v ttioj.; 
(ieatid, Cranhll glared at Inm viciously. 
Tbo suspense was terrible. The con- 
gres.oman continued to view his audi- 
cnte in silence. 

"(iivc him h — 1, iMilis!" scri'arned 
u Doiaocrat from llic oi.t( r Iriiifje of the 
crowd who liafi not yi t lost hope. 

Mills craned his neck in an elTort to 
et'd who it. was that had given biui the 
advice. Then ho turned toward Di'. 
Craufill. Ho gazinl iiilyingly cai the 
preacher for a sccniid, anil tlh-n fiis 
white face flu.-lu il. i'levmg up clnse to 
the chair occupied by Craulill, lie point- 
ed a long, bony finger at his truducer, 
and turning again toward tho uudiuueo 
he hissed between his leetli: 

" 1 lid 1 is so ful 1 of surl] preaidiiTS as 
(his man that their feet are Ktickmg cut 
i.f the windows. ' ' 

That was a!! he said. Uu didn't got a 
rhauco to say anything elso that day 
from tbo rostrum. Tho air rung with a 
mighty shout for nearly a hnlf hour. 
Mills tried to (juiet tho frenzied peoph-, 
Lot the nioro lio w.aved his arms at I hem 
f!;e louder they shouted. Finiilly a 
crowd Eurrouuded Che stand and carried 
him away. Ho won the fight, and lie 
would bavn lest it if he had not made 
that short closing Kpeeoli.

TEE STICKEEN-TESLIN ROUTE. 

Ths newB which we print to-day con- 
earning the Stickeen-Teslin route will he 

read with great eatiafaction hy thousands 
of people. The river and the laud route 
are both in splendid c6;ulition. This 
uewe cannot bo too widely disseminated. 
It means very much to those who are 
going into the Yukon. It means the 
solution of the trafBc problem bo far as 
the winter is concerned. Fort Wrangel 
will become a point of groat importance 
at once, and continue to bo so for some 
time to come. 

The great advantage of this route over 
all otbere ia that where it paaaea through 
the Ooast Range it is at the sea level, or 
practically so, being upon the ice of the 
Stickeen river. All the other routes are 
at a considerable elevation on this their 
moat difficult part, bo far as storms are 
concerned. There areusummita to be 
surmounted on the road to Tealhj Lake, 
but they are beyond the Goaat Bange 
and hence not bo much expoaed to atorma 
and heavy snow falla, 

Victoria has the creditof having cham' 
pioned tliia route from the very outset 
and the Colonist has done its share in 
the good work ; but we have no desire to 
withhold from the Times its full share 
of credit in the premises, for it haa done 
excellent work in behalf of thia all-Gana 
dian route. 



" THE SPOKANE ROUTE.'' 

The Spokane papers aro busily en 

gaged in advocating what they call the 
Spokane route to the Yukon. Here ia 
the firat part of the journey as described 
in the Spokesman-Review: 

Spokane to Meyera Falla, !)" miles; 
Meyers Falls to Kettle Falls, 3; Kettle 
Falla to Eureka, 36; Eureka to Oro, 3li ; 
Oro to Keremos, 29; Keremoa to Prince- 
ton, lo ; Princeton to Nicolai; 65 (that ia 
Nicolai valley); Nicolai to Aahcroft, 50; 
total, 301 miles. 

This ia interesting aa a table of dis- 
tances, but why in the name of comuion 
eenae ahould a man who wanta to go to 
Aehcroft from Spokane not go by train to 
Robaon and thence by steamer and rail 
to the desired point? For the benefit of 
those who may l)e pu,-:7.1ed by the above 
n.iint'B we way njention tliat Keremoa ia 
Keremeos ; Princeton, Penticton; and 
Nicolai, Nicola. 

Our contemporary prints some very 
interesting miainformation about the 
remainder of the journey. Frederick 
R. Marvin, formerly a Spokane newa- 
piiper man, haa told the United 
i^tatea war department that a 
trail 1(50 feet broail haa been opened 
through the forests of British Columbia 
along the route followed by the VVeatem 
Union in locating ita propoaed telegraph 
line. This splendid trail affords an easy 
route tor heavily loaded pack animals. 
Mr. Marvin does not say just wliere this 
.''iO-'oot trail ends, but we understand 
from tlie contest that it ia Eomewhcro 
near l-'ort .'^elkitk. Mr. Marvin omits to 
state that the whole trail is laid with 
asphalt, with lirHt-claBB liotcia at every 
twenty miles and free drinks at every 
live. While lie waq at it he might ae 
well h;ivc raided a few exhilarating par- 
ticulars of this kind. 

A Mr. McCallum Huppl'Mnents Mr. 
IMarvin's story. He says ttiat the Cma- 
dian government ia now conalrncting a 
wagon road from Telegraph creek to 
Teslin lake, the diatance being 100 miiee, 
and that all but 20 miles of the road is 
iilre.'Kly completed. Mr. McCalliim, 
having left Tealin lakf. on Noveml 'jr I'.'i, 
ouiilit to 1)0 an aulliority upon thia sub- 
ji'cl. Wo fear thateitliur Mr. McCalluui 
let Ilia imagination get away witli his 
memory, or else the veracious reporter 
of the Spokesman-Review did not Bubmit 
bia MS, to that gentleman'a inspection. 

To 1)11 thia (lolii:htful noiiHunso ia addeii 
the intolligonce tliat tlu; United States 
war departniont ia oonsidorinu the ad- 
viaability of sending relief to Circle City 
over this 160-foot trail, and we are also 
told that Dr. Jackson was to have left 
New York yeaterdny for Lapland to buy 
600 reindeer for the journey. JIo ia go- 
ing to Christiana, Norway. Thence ho 
ia to go to a place in Lapland called 
Allan, by which we EuppoEO Allen is 
meant, " where the reindeer are suppos- 
ed to bo gathered together." It ia a lit- 
tle over a thonaand miles from Ohnst- 
iana to Alton. There are probably rein- 
(leer at Alton, which is a long valley in 
Lapland. What time Dr, Juckaon will 
be back wo aro not told, but ho will 
(loubtleaa get to Spokane with hia GOO 
deer by the time that the other 20 miles 
■of road are finished. 

We congratulate Spokane. But may 
Ave ask our newspaper frienda there why 



THE SITUATION AT DAWSON. 

It ia satisfactory to learn by the 
latest news from Dawson City that no 
fears need bo entertained of any eerious 
suffering there, bnt that the Mounted 
Police feel fully able to take care of all 
who may need asBistance. The Colonist 
has steadily discouraged the eensatioiial- 
ism which planned all manner of (^lix- 
otic enterprises for the relief of the peo- 
ple of Dawson City. It has especially 
condemned, although so far it has ob- 
served it h.HB been alone in condemning, 
the relief expedition proposed by the 
United States Secretary of War. 

The danger of the miners was ex- 
ploited for far more than it was worth 
in the interest of aenaational journalism. 
The relief schemes proposed were in- 
spired largely by a desire on the part of 
some people in tlio United States to 
create nii impreasion that Canada was 
ancinial to the task of caring for people 
in hor own country, and partly for busi- 
nesa advertising inirpoaes, We concede 
that the United States Secretary of War 
may have been actuated by pure human- 
itarian motivea in espousing the absurd 
reindeer relief scheme; but those who 
proiiiptcil him wero wholly mercenary 
or else hyeturicilly scnlimontal. 

The good news now publialied will re 
1 ieve many anxions hearts. It ia eapeci 
ally gratifying bebauae it ahowa to the 
world that Canada posaeBBca the Britisii 
instinct for government. Great conll- 
donco will he inspired by the announce- 
ment that tlie Mounted Police consider 
themselves able to take cure of all who 
are likely to require help. 



How ABOUT thope people who are 
strung along the Yukon below Circle 
City? Moat of them, probably all of 

them, have plenty to eat, but what an 
experience tiieirs haa been. Fully a 
year will h.ave elapsed between tbo time 
Bomo of these people left Seattle and the 
time when they will reach the goal of 
their hopes. People who leave Victoria 
as late as March by the Stickeen-Tealin 
route will reach Klondyke before these 
unfortunates. 



.•1 DEED OF HEROISM. 

The story of Harry Morton's heroism, 
told in the Colonist to-day, is a aplendid 
record of courage and fortitude. It is 
unique and almoat matohleas. Men 
have risked death to aave comrades, and 
most of us would do so. Dthers have 
promptly faced peril in the heat of ex 
citemeut. But Harry IMorton had 
neither one incentive nor tiie other, 1\' 
aaw men whom he did not knoiv in dan 
ger of death and went to save them. He 
brought one of them ashore. There was 
another still in peril. Like the one al 
ready rescued, he was an Indian. But 
Morton, who iiad already done all that 
could be expected of any one, faced 
death a second time and happily again 
with aucceaa. 

To what better uae could the strength 
courage and endurance of a hero be put 
than tliis. Words seem idle in connec- 
tion with the deed. We need to think 
about it, to let the courage of the act per- 
meate our minds. Not a man, woman 
or child who reads the story or hears it 
told, will fail to find his pulses quicken- 
ed by it. Such an act enoblea humanity. 

That Morton haa earned the higheat 
reward given for deeila of heroism in 
times of peace wo think will bo iiniver- 
aally admitted. That second awim 
througli the ice-cold water la wlial piitH 
the act upon a pinnacle of pluck. He 
will undoubtedly be recommended to 
the Royal Humane Society for recogni- 
tion.

BENNETT'S EXTRADITION. 

California State Examiners Object to the 
Bill Presented by Detective 
Coleman. 

The State Board of Examinere of Cali- 
fornia have apparently taken an econom- 
ical tit over the bill of expenses incurred 
by Detective Coleman, of San Francisco, 
in connection with the extradition from 
Victoria of Jamea O. Bennett, accused of 
attempting to murder his wife. The 
atory ia tolil in ttie following despatch 
from Sacramento the state capital in 
the lC.\aminer of the 22nd iuataut. 

" A claim for ineidental expenees, 
amounting to .ir/i:!. 1,'), preeenteil to the 
atati! board o( examinera by I'oliceuian 
Thomas J. Coleman of Sail Fraiiciaeo, 
funned the aulijcct of an e.\trnded dia- 
uiiHsioii at a meeting this alternoou ije- 
ture it waa finally disapproved and re- 
ferred to the attorney general. This bill 
against the state purports to repreeeiit 
in detail the various expenses attendant 
upon the extradition of Jamea G. Ben- 
nett, who escaped from the authoritiea 
iu San Francisco a few months ago while 
awaiting trial for attempting to murder 
hia wife. VVhen Bennett was appre- 
liended in Victoria, B.C., Coleman was 
immediately fent there to bring him 
back. The policeman's honesty in ac- 
counting for every cent e-x]iende(l hv him 
ill the discharge of hia duty will un- 
doubtedly cau.Hi^ a clash between the 
state and tlie San I'Vaucisco jiolicc de- 
partment. 

" Amouix the ciitrieB in the claim are 
the.~e : ' Cabin Iidv on steamer, ^-1 ; pcir- 
t(^r on train, ^A) cents.' Tliey are imme- 
diately recognized aa ' tips.' However, 
the board passed them, aitiiough .$1.") waa 
claimed to have been paid a man to aa- 
fiiet Coleman in guarding hia prisoner. 
Item after item wag paaaed with Home 
comment, until the foliowing entry, 
made on December 10, was read : ' Kl*- 
ciprocating favors extended to me aa 
agent of the State of California by the 
officials at Victoria, $20.' Supposition 
was rife among tiie members ot 
the Board as to tlie meaning 1 f 
the entry. After thoroughly discusa- 
iiig tho (|ueHtion aa to the right of any 
policeman to entertain or ' reciprocate 
favora ' at the expenae of the State of 
California, Secretary Markley waa iii- 
atnicled to destroy tho entry. Tiie 
claim would have beiui ijaased then lint 
for tho entry ; 'To J. 1'. Walls, barris- 
ter, ^HOO.' A voucher explained the ex- 
jieuditure, which was a fee in the extra- 
dition proceedings instituted to secure 
Bennett. 

"The board decided to disapprove the 
entire claim and refer tiie matter to At- 
torney-General Fitzgerald for an opinion 
as to whether or not the law provides 
for the employment of foreign counsel in 
cases of this kind."

On January lat Rossland will for rail- 
way freight iiurjiosea bo made a common 
point with Nelson, Trail, Nortbport and 
other places along tbe Ooiumbia river, 
by a trana-continental agreement. Hitb- 
erto all freight received in or sent from 
Rosaland bad to pay in addition to the 
tbrougb rate, from 20 to 30 cents per 
hundred, bb a local charge from Trail 
and Northport to RoBsland. It was a 
burden to tbe mercbanta of RoBsland, an 
it virtually prevented them from coin- 
petinu from tbe trade of Ymri and other 
camps near thia city, becauae Nelaon, 
Trail and Nortliport coulil supply tliein 
jiiHt the ainonnt of the local freight 
charge clieupor. It was almost a com 
picte bar to niiytliiii;; in the nature of a 
wholeeale trade on llae part of the mcr- 
chanlB here. Now, however, they can 
cum pete with the traders aloDg the 
Columbia.

He already 
has secured a three per cent grade from 
the Columbia river to I-ioeeland, but 
hopes to reduce tliia to two, .Vlthouiili 
Mr. perry claims Victoria for bis home, 
he baa not been in that city for live 
years. He expected to spend thiaCbrist- 
luns on the Coast, but was hindered by 
his otticial duties.

THE BURNED "NAKUSP." 

An Unlortunato Season tor the Handsome 
Coliiiiibh'i River Steamer, 

News was received yesterday, savs tlie 
Revelali'ke .Mail of tbe L'.")lli,of the burn- 
ing at Arrowhead, about midnight on 
Thursday, of the fine steamer Nakuep, 
owne'.l by the C.P.R. She was burned 
to tbe water's edge, the report says, like 
her predecessor, the Coltiinbia, burned 
at Waneta in ISOl. No particulars can 
be obtained of bow tlie catastrophe oc- 
curred, but tbe fire was very vicious and 
sudden it seems, as tbe steward ia re- 
ported to have lost a couple of hundred 
in cash. 

This accident is tbe aecond to thia boat 
thia year, it only being ii few months ago 
Hiiiee sill) went agrouml near Kootenay 
ra|)ida and waa gut oil' only with consid- 
erable5lroable ami expense. More oiit- 
lav was ri'iiiiired lor the docking and ro- 
litling, so that she, this year at any rate, 
has been pretty exjieiiaive to her 
ownei B. 

No one familiar with the part iilayed 
by this steamer in tbe development ol 
trade but will be sorry at her destruc- 
tion. She made lier first buaineea tri|i 
to Piuvelstoko on Saturday, Aoguet 'J 1, 
IS'i.'j, and aince then baa been identified 
wilh llie growth of tbe country. Slie 
was a splendid boat, 171 feet long, 33 
feet beam, G feet hold, with engines 
20x72 inches. She had 22 staterooms on 
saloon and 14 on gallery deck, ami was a 
roost comfortable boat in every way. 
She was bnilt at Nakusp under super- 
vision of Oapt. J.W. Troup.

MOUNTAIN MINES IN WINTER. 

Queer Sights AllorJed by the .UEiwhiding 
Operations and Ihe Mules on 
Snowshoes. 

(Kroni tlie Slocan Pioneer.) 
The method of rawbidingore from the 
minea during the winter season, vv'bile in 
common practice in tbe Slocan country 
for tbe i^aat two years, proved none the 
less n novelty to many of tlie residents 
of thia city when tbe train came down 
from tliB mountains this winter. Andy 
South wood claims to have introduced 
the scheme at the Payne mine in this 
country, and to have 'brought the idea 
from Utah. 

In conversation with a reporter for the 
Pioneer, Oscar McMillan said that tbe 
scheme was one with which tbe packer 
was not at all in love. There w^as no 
more profit in it than in packing, and it 
necessitated a great deal more care and 
much harder and more disagieeable 
work. Ill packing it is only neccBsary 
to see that tbe load Is properly adjnateil, 
touch tlie button on Newt's jiecuiinr 
" whoa " and wliiatle, and the mule does 
the roat, it only being necessary for tlie 
train handa to iiiotint their saddle horses 
and follow the " bell." 

Willi rawhiding the men in charge of 
the train are obliged to walk, and it re- 
(juires constant watching to jirevent tlie 
hides from alipping oii' the trail and go- 
ingdown the billfiide, mule and all. This 
latter accident very frniuently bajipena, 
neceaaitating tlie packing back of the 
heavy ore to the trail. 

A lirbL view of a lasvhiding train has a 
tendency to cause cold shivers to run up 
and down tbe spinal colamD,aB it strikes 
one us looking like a long parade of dead 
bodies. The ore, in sacks, is packed 
lengthwise of tbe bide with tbe hair out 
and tbe head forward, and tbe bide ie 
then lashed where it meets at tbe top, 
after being filled with tbe sacks. A col- 
lar and bames and pair of rope tugs con- 
stitute tlie fiarneae. By placing the bead 
of the hide forward, tlie motion siuootbea 
tbe hair back and tlie whole becomes aa 
slick ua a ateel runner on a sleigh after 
having gone a sliort distance. 

On u good trail it is posaible for one 
animal to bring down 2,, "lOO pounds of ore 
at a trip, but litis is the maximum and 
is not often attempted. 

Mr. McMillan says tnat an outsider 
wlio would not sull'er any inconvenience 
from tbe accident, woukl find plenty of 
fun in watching a mule and a rawhide 
filled with ore going down tbe mountain 
side, particularly when the hide lash- 
incB break and tbe sacks of ore start rac- 
ing for tbe bottom of the bill. To tbe 
packer, however, this is no joke, as it 
means many hard trips to get tbe oufit 
back on the trail again. 

The coflt of rawhiding is about fifty 
percent, cheaper than packing. 

Another novel sight which ia not seen 
in all mining camps but can be witueseed 
hereoccafiionally, is a train of mules and 
cayuses on snowslioee, going out to 
break trails. The " snowslioe " ia 
made of a heavy ore sack. In 
the bottom of this is first placed about 
three inches of hay tightly packed. 
Tne animal's hoof is tlieii placed inside 
and after iiacking hay around the leg tbe 
sack ia tied nt the to[). Nearly all of 
the animals object to the shoes at first, 
and protest against what they presum- 
ably consider aa an unnecessary handi- 
cap by vigorous kicking, but after a. few 
trials they usually settle down to the 
new order of things and seem to enjoy 
tbe novelty, and appreciate tbe fact that 
while tbe homely things may be objeit- 
ionable from tbe standpoint of appear- 
ances they save a great deal of labor and 
energy.

All speculation as to the food situation 
at DawBon City — tlie subject of repeated 
contradictionB durinji; the past few weeks 
— appears to hiave been happily made an 
end of by tiie nowa of which the City of 
Topeka ia the carrier. She did not lier- 
aelf have as passengers on Ler arrival 
yesterday any reeeut arrivals from the 
Klonilyke, but a party coming out by 
the Dalton trail and Dyeii pass had, 
according to tbe Alaskan Miner, reached 
Juneau on December 10, only a fowdiiye 
before the ateamer's eailing, with cou- 
cluaive evidence that atarvatiou need not 
be apprehended. 

The teatimouy referred to wae in tlio 
form of a public annonncement by the 
Noithweet Mounted I'olice at Dawson, 
to liio ell'ect that outside relief ia neither 
needed nor desired by tlie peojilo of the 
upper Ynkon. The police had, it was ex- 
plained, seen to it that all the abort-pro- 
visioned mea for whom Dawaon etocke 
might not be Bufficienti were landed 
safely at Fort Yukon, and the reBourcea 
of the Gaoadian constabulary were now 
quite adequate to any demands frona tbe 
present tinje until eprinit receipts of 
proviaions are obtained. This declara- 
tion waa made, it was explained, on the 
assumption that newcomera arrive with 
autiicient supplies for their own support 
— thia being assured throuj^h the men of 
the force at the v-arioue poats en route 
allowing none to paaa iinleaa provisioned 
for ten months or a year at least. 

At Fort Yukon, the new arrivals atate, 
nccortling to the Miner, the two com- 
mercial companies are providin^c work 
for all who care to tbua employ them- 
aelves, olFerint; "free grub and .•(-! a day" 
for men to cut wood far use as fuel on 
the river steamers. On tbe 4th ult., 
when the party left Daweon, apwarda of 
400 had closed with thia olTer and were 
busy with the axe, certain of a an tig 
little Bum in band when tbe apring 
comes and they are able to proceed ac- 
cording to their original intentions. 

On the way to the Coaet, at Kort Sel- 
kirk, where the Pelley einptioa itself 
into tlie great river of tbe Xorlh, Major 
Walfih and hia party were found en- 
eatniied, waiting for the river to got in 
audi condition that the journey may be 
continued with safeti-. A lialt of 24 
hours was made to enable the Adminis- 
trator to prepare deapatchea for trans- 
mieaion to Ottawa, tlieeo important 
doonnients coming down by the Topeka. 

The jnst-arrived steamer had about 20 
passengers in all and a light i:argo, of 
which 40 tons of fresh halibut is an im- 
portant item. Her officers report the

BBMAIKS A MYSTEJiy. 

The Strange Ca«e of WUieli Lou Ross Is a 
Victim Still Lacks Reasonable 
Explanation. 

A mystery hanga over the acci<lent 
which ia the cause of a younu woman, 
Low Kote, lying with a badly injured 
back in one of tiie rooma of the London 
loiiginy: house. One night a little over 
two weeks ago there waa a craah of gl.-iss 
in an ujiper room of the hou^e on 
Broii'jhton street occupied by Mrs. 
Maude Lord, and a womau [ell IrGui llie 
wiiiiiow to llie sidewalk. Her scruame 
altiiicted tbe attention of the r-eidenl 
ncKt door and the injured girl waa car- 
ried in and a doctor auiumoued. She 
was found to be very badly liurt, hnt 
how ahe fell through the window ahe 
aaid ahe did not know. Thia sirl waa 
Lou Koss, and since then she has been 
under the doctor's care, her injuries 
beins! so bad that at first the result 
seemed uncertain. She ia, liowever, 
now reported to be on the way to recov- 
ery. 

The residenta of tlie house profc^ficd 
to be entirely ignorant nt the time as to 
how the wonnin fell iind the anrniiae 
was offered that eIic hncl corn e by the 
accident, tbr(ju,;h walking in lior s'leep. 
(Iradiially, however, other niuiore began 
to circulate, and it was aaid tliat some 
one liad (lung the woman out of the 
window. The police took tlie matter up, 
anil (lUCHtioneil the injared woman, but 
tli§ (iccideut waa as much a mystery aa 
ever. 

Yeeterday, when questioned, she said : 
" I have no idea how I fell from the 
window, nor do I know anyone who 

would have any reason for trying to kill 
me or injure me. I never saw anyone 
in the room that night and I have never 
walked in my sleep, so 1 cannot ac- 
count for the accident. I never knew 
anything until I found myself in the 
street," 

.Vnother strange feature of the all'air ia 
that the room waa fouiul in a ilipordcreil 
condition, aa if things had been thrown 
about generally. Still ovor3'one ipiea- 
tioned denies having heard any noiae 
prior to the accident or knowing any- 
tiling about it. 

Told of the state her room had been 
found in, the injured woman aaid eho 
had hpen Informed of that and the sup- 
position had been hinted to her that she 
iiad been dragged. Why anyone ahould 
want to drug her she could not iinder- 
atand, nor could she suspect anyone 



A CHEI8TMA8 KOW. 

Indian Mary as a Result Lies at tbe Hospi- 
tal With a Terribly Wounded Head, 

While all the city rejoiced in the 
Cbriatmas day feativitiea and mankind 
for a time threw aaide the cares and un- 
pleaeantnesa of every day life, there waa 
one discord amid the merriment in Vic- 
toria and aa a reault an Indian woman 
named Mary ia lying at the Jubilee 
hoapital with a terrible gash in her head 
that nearly resulted in death. 

It was just at six o'clock on Chriatmaa 
evening that Conatable Oarson was 
called to the Phoenix cabins on Ohathaui 
street by word that a woman bad been 
badly hurt in a tow, .He found that 
Mary bad bad same trouble with another 
woman and a man and bad received in 
the BCufHe a frightful blow on top of the 
head, that the doctor who waa eum- 
moned said narrowly miesed killing 
her.

NELSON LOTS AT AUCTION. 

Mr. Oavles Satisfactorily Disposes of tbe 
Government Property There, 

The auction sale of 279 government 

lota waa held at the court house on 
Wednesday laat and proved au unquali- 
fied auccess. Mr. Joshua Daviea, per- 
haps tbe best known and moel expert 
auctioneer in Canada, was selected to 
conduct the sale, and there Beems to be 
no two opinions that in every detiil the 
work was admirably done. There were 
over 200 peraona present, and ebarpat 2 
p.m. the auctioneer read tbe teriiia of 
sale, and in a abort nddreaa aucciuctly 
proclaimed that the value of Nelaoo 
realty waa conceded, and that from 
Kaslo to Roaaland the palm was given 
to Nelaon aa the city of homes, the head- 
<l uartera of tbe government in tbe dis- 
trict and the commercial centre of the 
Kootenaya. 

The sale commenced with block 6, and 
the best bidder bad tbe choice of any or 
all of tbe lots offered in the block. The 
puichaeer was Mayor Houston, for F. 
Burns & Co. The sale occupied three 
houra, and from atart to finish waa con- 
ducted with vigor and witli a rythmic 
cadence of voice which ahvava intereata 
Mr, Daviea' audience, and holds tlie 
buyera without noticing tbe time as it 
alipa by. It ia jirobable that not more 
than ten persons left tbe room during 
the sale, and these not without securing 
the particular lots in which they were 
interested. At times, especially during 
the bidding on lot 24, block 5's, which 
was conteated by a lady and one of the 
sterner sex, the bids came like tbe crack 
ol a whip, were picked up in a liaab by 
the auctioneer, and the lady being de- 
clared the purchaser was cheered by the 
audience. When block 72 was called, 
Aid. Hilly er asked that it be put up at 
so much per lot, and made a bid of i^'ibO, 
which the auctioneer accepted. A spirit-^ 
edconteat then ensued, the competition 
up to tbe ^3S5 mark being coiitined to 
local syndicate and Mr. Gray. From 
thia point Mr. Peter McVeigh, 'the well- 
known railway contractor, entered 
the contest, and lirought the ligure 
up to -fliio, but .Mr. Gray went better, 
ami at fllO per lot, or s^o.^SO for the 
block, he was declared the piirchnetr 
Thia buy wna a popular out-, and Jlr 
Urny was apidauded for having secured 
the beat piece of property in the city for 
wareliouae and forwarding purpnsea. Mr, 
Gray la at present occupying the ground 
ifB n mill site and lumber yard. 

Excepting the landa owned and for 
sale by the C.P.R., the realty of the'city 
i a now in the hands of individuals, and 
the progress of Nelson should eonae 
([uently show a marked advance in the 
building line, even in exceaa of tiiia 
year, although 1S',)7 waa conspicuoua in 
this jiarticular. 

At the conclusion of the sale Jlr 
Daviea thanked hia audience, and many 
of hia frieiida came forward and con 
gratuhittd him upon hia Bucceaaful 
tiainlliiig of the buaineas, and for the 
cleArnees and fairness witii which lie hud 
placed the property before the buyera 
There iaone feature which always atrikce 
the hearer, no matter how often he may 
hear Mr. Daviea selling, and that ia hie 
intense earnestnesa and the almoat 
mechanical rapidity of his utterances, 
which can always be heard clearly ami 
<liatinctly, no matter now large the room 
or the audience. 

The sale totalled ^24,410, or an aver 
age of .fS7 per lot. Many of the lota are 
fractional, some in river bcda and on the 
aide of ravines, and all have been uU'er- 
ed for sale by auction before, so that the 
avornge prii;c obtained lor a L'o-toot 
frontage lot in Nelson will compare 
favorably with that of any other city in 
the interior.— Nelson Economist.
